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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The new limitation in question states, "an external 
component configured to remotely execute an application that may or may not retrieve web site data such that whether content is retrieved 
is a function of the remotely executed application," which does not change the examiner's position on the current rejection. Baxter 
discloses external interfaces are provided to handle external components such as externally hosted applications that generate custom 
content for inclusion in the web site from external repositories (databases) (column 5, line 58-column 6, line 1 1 of Baxter). In other words, 
Baxter discloses that external applications "may or may not" retrieve web site data. Based on the citation from Baxter (which can be found 
in the Final Rejection mailed on 12/26/2007) and the very broad language of the limitation, it remains extremely clear that the rejection is 
proper and the language of the rejection does not need to be changed at all to properly show how the limitations are taught by the cited 
references. Thus, the amendment has been entered, but the rejection as presented has been maintained.. 
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
